THE STORY 
of the Play 


Pee is not well in Illyria. Duke Orsino, infatuated with 
himself and Milady Olivia, frets in his palace. Olivia in love 
with grief has fled the world to weep the years away for her dead 
brother. Viola and her twin Sebastian are wrecked in a storm, cast 
up on different parts of the shore, and think each other drowned. 
Orsino’s messengers are kept at bay by Olivia’s priggish steward, 
Malvolio, who is horrified at the behaviour of bon vivant Toby. 
And even that wily old toper is hard put to keep Andrew 
Aguecheek believing Olivia loves him, and Andrew’s money has 
kept Toby carousing for a long time. 


Matters become complicated when Viola, disguised as a boy, 
takes service as a page with Orsino and is sent off to lay siege to 
Olivia for him. Olivia suddenly forgets her mourning and falls 
madly in love with the masquerading page. And Viola is now in 
love with the Duke. All the while her double, Sebastian, is seeing 
the sights of Illyria at the expense of the sea captain Antonio, 
who is a wanted man in Illyria, and must lie low. 


Back at Olivia’s a plot is hatched by the Lady-in-waiting Maria 
to forge a love-letter from Olivia to Malvolio. He smugly 
tumbles into the trap, is soon pronounced mad by the clown, 
Feste, in the guise of a parson, and finds himself locked up in the 
cellar as a lunatic. At last Toby may revel in peace, but not for 
long. He gets Andrew to challenge Viola to a Fuel for tampering 
with the affections of his supposed lady-love. Never losing an 
opportunity for honest gain, Toby then terrifies each of them with 
his account of the other’s ferocity, and gets Andrew’s horse for 
persuading the fierce page not to hurt him. Both of them are 
forced into a sham fight, much against their wills. It is broken off 
by Antonio, who believes he is rescuing Sebastian. Suddenly the 
city watch comes upon the scene and arrests Antonio, who is led 
off cursing the ingratitude of Viola, who of course never saw him 
before, and says so. 


Later Toby and Andrew encounter Sebastian and thinking him 
the obnoxious page pick a fight with him. He breaks both their 
heads and sends them moaning home. Olivia comes upon the 
scene, takes Sebastian for Viola, breathes threats against poor 
Toby and Andrew for attacking her lover, and sweeps the 
delighted Sebastian off to a chapel where they are engaged on the 
spot. Soon after at Olivia’s, confusion reigns. Viola is being 
cursed as an ingrate by Antonio for abandoning him, by Orsino 
for stealing Olivia, by Olivia for denying their engagement, 
while Toby and Andrew nurse their heads and their revenge. But 
into this scene of desolation comes Sebastian, and all is suddenly 
well. Malvolio is freed from his cellar to rage unheeded, and the 
fool capers on, the one sane person in the lot of them. And so 
ends the story of “what fools these mortals be’.
